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Constitution. 


ARTICLE I. 


Skec. 1. The title of the Club shall be the 
SALMAGUNDI CLUB. 


Sec. 2. The object of the Club shall be the 
advancement of Art, by means of social inter- 
course between Artists and those interested in 
the arts. 


Sxc. 3. The membership shall consist of Paint- 
ers, Sculptors, Architects, Engravers, Illustrators, 
Musicians, Authors and Amateurs of Art. 


Skc. 4. This Club recognizes as an artist, one 
who practices any of the Fine Arts, or their 
branches Architecture, Sculpture, Painting, Illus- 
trating and Engraving, and whose work has been 
accepted in any reputable fine art institution. 
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ARTICLE II. 
Officers. 


Sec. 1. The officers of the Club shall be a 
President, a Vice-President, a Corresponding 
Secretary, a Recording Secretary, a Treasurer, a 
Librarian, five Trustees, an Executive Committee, 
Committee on Admissions, Art Committee, House 
Committee and Reception Committee. They shall 
be elected at the time and in the manner pre- 
scribed by the By Laws. Any vacancy in office 
shall be filled for the remainder of the term by 
the Executive Committee. 


Sec. 2. The President of this Club shall be an 
artist, and shall preside at all meetings of the 
Club. Incase of an equal division on any ques- 
tion he shall have a casting vote. He shall 
annually, in a written report, give an account of 
the condition of the Club. He shall be ex-officio 
member of all committees. 


Sec. 3. The Vice-President shall, in the ab- 
sence of the President, discharge the duties of 
the President. 


Src. 4. The Corresponding Secretary shall re- 
ceive and answer all communications, notify 


. 
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members of their election, and sign all notices 
issued by the Club. 


Sec. 5. The Recording Secretary shall keep a 
faithful record of the proceedings of the Club 
and the roll of members. 


Src. 6. The Treasurer shall collect, and, under 
the direction of the Executive Committee, 
disburse the funds. He shall report at every 
Annual Meeting, and oftener, if required, on the 
state of the funds. His accounts shall be audited 
by a select committee of three, appointed by the 
President at any meeting. 


Sec. 7. The Executive Committee shall consist 
of the President, Vice-President, Treasurer, the 
Corresponding and Recording Secretaries and the 
Chairman of Committees elected annually. They 
shall choose five of their number to act as Trus- 
tees of the Club. They shall have general charge 
of the affairs, funds and property of the Club. 
There shall always be a majority of artists on the 
Executive Committee. Any sum greater than 
fifty dollars shall be expended only by their direc- 
tion. They may remit the dues of any member 
for such cause and for such time as they may 
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deem proper. ‘They shall report at the Annual 
Meeting. 

Src. 8. At no time shall the lay membership 
of this Club exceed that of the Artists. 

SEc. 9. This Constitution may be amended 
by a two-thirds vote of the members present at a 
regular meeting, but the quorum necessary for 
that purpose shall consist of not less than forty 
members, and such proposed amendments must 
be offered and posted at a previous meeting. 

Src. 10. The Librarian shall have charge of the 
Books and Periodicals belonging to the Club. 


By-Laws. 





ARTICLE I. 
Meetings. 


SEc. 1. The Annual Meeting of the Club for 
the election of officers and other business shall be 
held on the first Friday in March, at 8.30 P. M. 
A majority of the members present shall be 
necessary to elect. 


SEc. 2. The monthly meeting for election of 
members and other business shall be held on the 
first Friday of each month (except June, July, 
August and September), at 8.30 P. M. 


SEc. 3. The order of business shall be: Read- 
ing the minutes, balloting for members, reports 
of committees, general business. F 


SEC. 4. Special meetings shall be called by the 
President at the written request of not less than 
six members. 


SEc. 5. T'wenty-five members of the Club shall 
constitute a quorum at any business meeting. 
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ARTICLE “ii. 
Commtttees. 


SEc. 1. The Committee on Admissions shall 
consist of ten members, of which the Correspond- 
ing Secretary shall be one and three-fifths of 
its members shall be Artists. 


SEc. 2. No person shall be admitted to mem- 
bership of the Club unless he shall have been 
recommended by the Committee on Admissions 
on the proposal of some member not belonging 
to that committee. They shall receive and con- 
sider all communications in reference thereto, 
and make careful examinations as to their qual- 
ifications. ‘Two negative votes shall prevent the 
recommendation of any person for membership, 

The proceedings of this Committee shall be 
confidential. 


SEc. 3. The Committee on Admissions may 
require letters as to the qualifications of any 
candidate from the proposer of such candidate, 
and from the seconders of the same. 


SEc. 4. The name of every person proposed 
for admission, with his residence and occupation, 
and the name of the member proposing him, and 
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also the names of the two members seconding 
him, shall be handed to the Recording Secretary 
and be posted in the rooms at least fourteen days 
before being acted upon by the Committee, after 
which they shall be balloted for. 

Negative votes amounting to one-fifth of those 
cast shall reject a candidate, but any candidate 
so rejected may be again proposed after a lapse 
of six months. 

A ballot for the election of a candidate may 
be reconsidered by the consent of three-fourths 
of those present. 


Sec. 5. Each candidate shall pay an entrance 
fee of twenty dollars, such payment to be made 
within thirty days after notice in writing of his 
election, and in default thereof his name shall be 
omitted from the roll of members. 


Sec. 6. At every monthly meeting of the Club, 
the Committee on Admissions shall report the 
name of persons recommended for admission, and 
the Club shall proceed to vote by ballot upon the 
names so recommended. 


Sec. 7. The Art Committee, consisting of five 
members, shall have control of the art matters of 
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the Club ; shall decide what works shall represent 
the Club, and be admitted to the exhibitions. 
Each member shall have the right to be repre- 
sented in any exhibition by at least one work. 
No work accepted for exhibitions can be removed 
from the rooms without the written authority 
of the Committee, or under their personal super- 
vision. 


SEc. 8. The House Committee, consisting of 
five members, shall have charge of furnishing 
supplies and attending to the wants and comfort 
of members and visitors. 

They shall keep a record of the property of the 
Club, and no such property shall be taken from 
the rooms of the Club without permission of the 
Committee, 


SEc. 9. The Reception Committee shall con- 
sist of six members, and they shall attend to the 
invitations for receptions, and be present to re- 
ceive and welcome visitors. No visitor shall be 
admitted to the entertainments in the Club except 
upon presentation of a card bearing his name, 
and signed by a member of the Club. ‘These 
cards must be obtained from the Reception Com-

mittee, and each member shall be entitled to two 
cards only. No resident of the city shall be 
allowed to attend more than two entertainments 
during the year, 


SEc. 10. Each committee shall select its own 
chairman, and all business shall be done through 
him, He shall, as soon as convenient, call a 
meeting of his committee. 


SEc, 11. At the yearly election of officers two 
members of each standing committee shall be 
re-elected. 


SEC. 12. Upon the report of the chairman of 
any comumnittee to the executive that a member of 
his committee has failed to attend three con- 
secutive meetings, such delinquent may be 
removed and another member appointed in his 
place. 


ARTICLE III. 
Members. 


Sec. 1. The membership of the Club shall be 
divided into three classes: Resident, Non-resi- 
dent and Life Members. 
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Resident members shall be those residing within 
a radius of fifteen miles from the City of New 
York. Members residing fifteen miles from the 
city but having a place of business in the city, 
shall be classed as Residents. Any member desir- 
ing to be relieved from active membership, because 
of absence for one year or more, shall present an 
application to the Club, in writing, stating the 
duration of such absence, and the Executive Com- 
mittee may grant his request. He shall not be 
subject to dues until the time granted has expired. 

A member may become a Life Member upon the 
payment of two hundred dollars. 


SEc. 2. The annual dues of Resident Members 
shall be twenty-five dollars, payable semi-annually 
in advance, on the first days of April and October. 
The April dues must be paid before the first of 
May. ‘The dues of Non-Resident members, shall 
be ten dollars, payable annually in advance on 
the 1st day of October. When the dues of any 
member shall remain unpaid for the space of three 
months the ‘Treasurer shall cause him to be 
notified that unless the same be paid within one 
month thereafter, his membership will cease, and 
in case such dues are not paid pursuant to 
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such notice, or such default be accounted for to 
the Executive Committee, he shall thereupon 
cease to be amember. The names of those mem- 
bers who fail to pay their dues on the date re- 
quired by the By-Laws shail be posted on the 
bulletin, they to stand suspended until said in- 
debtedness is settled. If, at the expiration of 
the time limit, their dues are unpaid, their names 
shall be stricken from the roll. 


SEc. 3. Members elected prior to April 1st in 
any year shall pay full annual dues, and those 
elected after that date shall pay one-half of that 
year’s dues. The Club year to commence on 
October 1st. A member desiring to withdraw 
from the Club, must signify his intention in 
writing to the Secretary before the 1st day of 
October, otherwise he shall be liable to pay his 
annual dues for the succeeding year. 


SEC. 4. Members dropped from the roll can- 
not be reinstated but must be again elected in 
the usual manner, but members that have re- 
signed may be reinstated by the Executive with- 
out payment of initiation fee. 


SEc. 5. Honorary members must receive a 
unanimous vote at a regular meeting after 
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their names have been posted at least fourteen 
days. 


Src. 6. A member may extend the privileges 
of the Club to a resident of the city for one day ; 
but such visitor shall not be again introduced by 
any member for three months. 

At the request of a member one of the Execu- 
tive may issue to anyone not residing within fifty 
miles of the city of New York a card of invitation 
entitling him to the privileges of the Club for two 
weeks ; but such invitation shall not be renewed 
until the expiration of three months. 

A member who shall introduce or obtain a card 
of invitation for a visitor shail record the name 
and residence of his guest in the visitors’ book, 
and shall be responsible for any indebtedness 
incurred by him. 

The Executive may invite any stranger of dis- 
tinction to the use of the privileges of the Club, 
and may, for cause, cancel and revoke any invita- 
tion given by themselves or a member. 

Visitors shall not have the privilege of intro- 
ducing strangers. 


SEC. 7. Betting or gambling in the Club is 
strictly prohibited. 


By-Laws. 


SEc. 8. The rules and orders of Cushing’s 
Manual shall govern the actions and meetings 
when they are applicable and not inconsistent 
with these By-Laws. 


SEC. 9. These By-Laws may be amended by a 
two-thirds vote of those present, after the pro- 
posed amendment has been under the consider- 
ation of the Club for at least one week. 


HOUSE RULES. 


1, The Club House shall be open for members 
every day. ‘The buffet will be closed at 1 A. M. 


2. A stranger not living within 50 miles of the 
city of New York may be granted the privileges 
of the Club for two weeks, on application to a 
member of the Executive Committee. The mem- 
ber introducing such person shall be held respons- 
ible for all bills he may incur. 


3. The Art Gallery shall be used for such ob- 
jects as may be recommended by any standing 
committee of the Club, with the consent of the 
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House Committee, and subject to such conditions 
as they may deem proper. 


4. -A-regular breakfast is served between the 
hours of eight and ten o’clock from 30 cents up- 
ward. A regular dinner will be served between 
6.30 and 7.30 at 4o cents. Notice for dinner 
should be given beforehand to the steward. 


5. Application for lodging should be made to 
the steward. ‘The charge for a room shall be 75 
cents a night, with privilege of the bath—for a 
cot, the charge shall be 50 cents. 

6. Members occupying a room for a week or 
longer shall pay at the rate of $4.00 a week, and 
such bills for rent will be payable to the steward 
at the end of each week. 


7. The charge for Billiards shall be 5 cents per 
cue for games of 34 points—for Pool 2 cents per 
cue and for Bottle Pool 5 cents. 


8. The charge for the use of the telephone, 
(other than Club business) shall be five cents for 
a city message and for Brooklyn 1o cents—long 
distances at the rates given in the telephone book. 


g. All bills due to the Club are payable in 
cash. The steward will fill out and punch a 
18 
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check which members are requested to sign before 
paying. 

10. Members bringing a stranger to the Club 
shall enter such person’s name in Club register 
together with their own name as introducer. 


11. No member or visitor shall be allowed to 
give any gratuity to any one in the employ of the 
Club or to send any servant outside the house on 
any private errand. 


12. Noperson shall take from the Club house 
any article belonging to the Club, or from the 
library or reading room any book, pamphlet, or 
newspaper, or mutilate or deface the same. 


13- No game for a wager of money shall be 
allowed in the Club. 


14- Members are requested to make written 
complaints to the House Committee of any matter 
in the administration of the house seeming to need 
correction. 


15- The steward is required to notify members 
of any violation of the rules of the house, and to 
report the same to the House Committee.
